Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association.— 

Tht  report  of  the  Association  for  the  year 
•  T943   which  was  presented  at  the  annual 
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meeting  held  recently,  records  that  several 
applications  under  the  Location  of  Retail 
Businesses  Order  were  contested  with  some 
success. 

Unoccupied  Shops  in  Glasgow. — A  survey 
of  unoccupied  premises  in  Glasgow  recently 
undertaken  by  the  City  Housing  Depart- 
ment reveals  that  1,812  shop  premises  are 
at  present  unoccupied. 

Nottingham  Branch  Officers. — At  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  on 
March  30,  Mr.  W.  Lee  presiding,  the  follow- 
ing ofhtcers  were  re-elected :  Chairman, 
Mr.  W.  Lee ;  Vice-chairman,  Mr.  1.

Retailers  .  in  the  North-west. — A  mass 
meeting  of  private  traders  from  Lancashire, 
Cheshire,  Cumberland  and  Westmorland 
decided  in  Manchester  on  March  22  that 
the  North-west  should  form  an  area  Council 
of  Retail  Distributors.  From  Bolton, 
Councillor  W.  Crumblehulme,  M.P.S.,  repre- 
senting the  local  branch  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  gave  a  platform 
pledge  of  unswerving  support  to  the  Council 
in  its  fight  to  defend  the  little  man  from 
unfair  competition. 

University  of  Commerce  Suggested. — At 

a  luncheon  held  by  the  Engineering  In- 
dustries Association  in  London  recently, 
Sir  Ernest  Lemon  advocated  a  university 
of  commerce  dealing  with  non-technical 
matters.  He  said  that  in  tracing  back  the 
history  of  the  most  successful  people  in 
industry  his  finding  was  that  they  had 
been  trained  under  really  efficient  men, 
who  had  imparted  to  them  the  knowledge 
that  led  to  success.  His  experience  of  the 
work  of  a  staff  college  had  shown  that  the 
idea  was  capable  of  great  development. 

U.C.A.  Secretary  in  Dublin. — Mr.  James 
McClenahan  (secretary,  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association)  during  a  recent  unofficial  visit 
to,  Dublin,  made  a  courtesy  call  at  the  offices 
of  the  Irish  Drug  Association,  where  he  was 
met  by  Messrs.  R.  J.  Kidney  (secretary, 
l.D.A.)  and  Brendan  Smith  (organiser). 
Subsequently  he  met  Messrs.  Lyall  Smith 
(president)  and  G.  C.  O'Neill  (vice-president) 
and  was  entertained  to  lunch.  His  call  was 
much  appreciated  by  the  l.D.A.  officers,  and 
there  was  a  cordial  exchange  of  views  on  the 
trade~  problems  of  North  and  South. 

Morphine  in  Mines. — Dr.  W.  C.  Sharpe 
(H.M.  Medical  Inspector  of  Mines),  in  a 
lecture  on  "Some  Requirements  of  First 
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Aid  and  Rehabilitation,"  given  at  Edin- 
burgh recently,  pointed  out  that  about  a 
year  previously  special  regulations  had  been 
made  giving  authority  to  certain  first-aid 
men  employed  in  or  about  mines  to  be  in 
possession  of,  and  to  administer,  drugs  to! 
which  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations, 
1932,  applied.  The  development  was  small 
and  experimental,  and  the  selected  collieries 
were  required  to  appoint  a  doctor  to  buy 
the  drug  and  be  responsible  for  its  general 
supervision  and  custody.  The  results  had 
been  encouraging. 

Irish  Drug  Association. — Following  upon 
a  meeting  of  a  subcommittee  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  recently  with  representa- 
tives of  the  chemists'  branch  of  the  Irish 
Union  of  Distributive  Workers  and  Clerks, 
a  report  was  submitted  later  to  the  full 
committee  of  the  l.D.A.  Mr.  Lyall  G.  Smith 
(president)  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  com-, 
mittee  agreed  to  the  payment  of  a  further 
supplementary  bonus  of  5s.  weekly  for  all 
male  employees,  and  4s.  for  female  em- 
ployees, retrospective  from  January  3. 
Full  details  of  payments  to  be  made  will 
be  circulated  to  all  members  of  the  l.D.A. 
when  the  supplementary  bonus  has  been 
sanctioned  by  the  Minister  for  Industry 
and  Commerce. 

Petrie  Trust  Bursary. — The  annual  com- 
petition for  the  Petrie  Trust  bursary  will  be 
held  in  Aberdeen  on  April  26,  and  candi- 
dates will  be  notified  as  to  time  and  place 
of  examination.  The  subjects  of  examina- 
tion are  dispensing,  pharmacy,  and  business 
methods,  the  knowledge  required  being  such 
as  would  be  acquired  during  apprenticeship. 
Candidates  must  be  indentured  apprentices, 
and  have  served  at  least  three  years  with  a 
pharmacist  in  the  City  or  County  of  Aber- 
deen ;  they  may  have  attended  evening 
classes  in  chemistry,  botany,  and  physics. 
Entries  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
April  22,  by  Mr.  Hugh  Hughson,  30b  Clifton 
Road,  Aberdeen,  who  will  supply  any 
further  particulars  required.  The  value  of 
this  bursary  is  approximately  /ib. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association.  —The 
forty-third  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  Ltd.,  was  held  in 
London  on  March  29,  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  in 
the  chair.  The  Ch.mrman  submitted  the 
annual  report,  and  expressed  thanks  for  the 
support  the  directors  had  receiveJP during 
the  year.  Indemnity  claims  were  heavier 
than  in  1042,  mainly  due  to  two  especially 
heavy  items.  Accumulated  funds,  apart 
from  reserves,  total  nearly  ;/^40,ooo.  He 
moved  adoption  of  the  accounts  and  report, 
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tnd  this  was  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  J. 
Tristram  and  carried.  Mr.  E.  A.  Brockle- 
lURST  proposed,  and  Mr.  H.  Steinman 
;econded,  that  the  directors  for  the  year 
;hould  be  the  members  of  the  N.P.U. 
executive  in  office  from  March  30.  This 
vas  carried.  Re-election  of  Messrs.  West 
ind  Drake  as  auditors  was  agreed  on  the 
jroposition  of  Mr.  J.  Hague,  seconded  by 
VIr.  D.  a.  Bryan.

Society  up  and  down  the  country.  Tributes 
to  Mr.  Froude  were  paid  by  Messrs.  Philip 
F.  RowsELL  ("father"  of  the  Council)  and 
F.  W.  Adams  (deputy  secretary),  who  spoke 
of  the  affection  felt  towards  Mr.  Froude  by 
all  the  members  di  the  staff.  Thanking  the 
Society,  Mr.  Froude  was  greeted  with 
prolonged  applause. 

Trade  Survey  by  I.C.I  Chairman. — Ad- 
dressing a  business  men's  club  in  Cardiff, 
recently,  Lord  McGowan  (chairman  of 
Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltd.)  sur- 
veyed the  field  of  post-war  trade,  dealing 
with  location  of  industry,  maintenance  of 
good  relations  between  employers  and  em- 
ployed, State  aid  in  preventing  slumps, 
and  the  restoration  of  British  exports.  He 
would  not  be  surprised,  he  said,  if  the 
Government  took  powers  to  tell  manu- 
facturers where  they  would  not  be  per- 
mitted to  erect  new  factories.  Practical 
suggestions  made  by  Lord  McGowan  were 
for  closer  contact  between  workers  and 
management;  greater  attention  to  educa- 
tion and  opportunity  within  the  factory; 
the  siting  of  new  plants  in  pleasant  and 
healthy  surroundings,  with  ample  space 
among  the  buildings ;  dental  services  as  an 
extension  of  factory  medical  services;  and 
an  information  service  at  the  factory  to 
keep  workers  in  touch  with  and  maintain 
their  interest  in  their  own  production. 

Tribute  to  Retiring  Council  Member. — 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  recently,  Mr. 
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J.  H.  Smith  alluded  to  the  pending  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  C.B.E.,  from 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  proposed  the  following  resolution :  "It 
is  with  sincere  regret  that  this  meeting  has 
learnt  of  the  decision  of  Mr.  Rowsell  not 
to  seek  re-election  to  the  Society's  Council 
in  May  next.  At  the  same  time  they  desire 
to  place  on  record  their  gratitude  for  his 
long,    outstanding    and    untiring  services 
on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists  of  this  county 
for  the  past  thirty-six  years."    Mr.  Smith 
recalled  that  upon  the  inception  of  the 
National  Health   Insurance   scheme,  Mr. 
Rowsell  had  been  appointed,  with  the  late 
Mr.  P.  J.  Gilmour,  to  the  advisory  com- 
mittee set  up  to  inaugurate  the  service, 
and  had  been  for  thirty  years  (and  still 
was)   chairman  of  the  Devon  Insurance 
Committee.    The  resolution  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  J.  W.  Lake,  supported  by  the 
Chairman  and  other  members.    It  was 
carried  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the 
minutes.    Mr.  Rowsell  suitably  replied. 
Expressions  of  regret  were  also  made  at  the 
death  of  the  branch  secretary  (the  late 
Mr.  Frank  Southerden)  and  an  appreciation 
of  his  work  was  put  on  record.  Mr.  W.  R.  B. 
Arnold,  i  Old  Tiverton  Road,  Exeter,  was 
appointed  secretary  in  his  place. 

Eire  Pharmacists'  Work  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions.— Tributes  were  paid  to  the  executive 
and  promoters  of  the  pharmacy  branch, 
St.  Joseph's  Young  Priests'  Society,  when 
the  report  for  1943  was  presented  to 
the  Branch's  annual  meeting  in  Dublin 
recently.  Mr.  A.  E.  Holmes  (president) 
was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  repre- 
sentative attendance  of  all  sections  of  the 
drug  trade.  The  report  stated  that,  despite 
difficulties,  promoters  and  organisers  had 
made  1943  a  most  successful  year.  Members 
had  been  able  to  procure  and  supply  badly.- 
needed  medicines  for  foreign  missions,  and 
some  of  the  drugs  obtained  were  partic- 
ularly desirable,  because  of  their  scarcity. 
Since  its  formation  the  Guild  had  supplied 
goods  to  the  value  of  £200  (cost  price).  The 
generosity  of  a  leading  wholesale  house  and 
the  special  interest  of  Mr.  M.  Ryan  had 
enabled  the  medical  guild  to  keep  this 
activity  well  to  the  fore.  Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen 
(president,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land), moving  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
that  as  pharmacists  one  of  their  main 
objects  was  to  cater  for  the  sick,  and  as 
such  they  should  help  in  every  way  possible 
the  work  of  the  foreign  missions.

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DEFINITIONS 

As  STATED  last  week  (p.  379),  the  Ministry 
of  Food  is  considering  making  a  maximum 
prices  Order  for  vinegar.  It  is  necessary, 
first,  to  define  various  types  of  vinegar, 
and  a  summary  of  the  memorandum  pre- 
pared by  the  Interdepartmental  Committee 
on  Food  vStandards,  with  the  definitions  it 
recommends,  is  given  below.  Any  manu- 
facturer who  wishes  to  make  representations 
on  the  .subject  should  communicate  with 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  St.  John's  College, 
Oxford,  not  later  than  April  30.  The  defini- 
tions are : — 

Malt  Vinegar. — The  product,  contain- 
ing not  less  than  4  per  cent,  weight-in- 
volume  of  acetic  acid,  CH3  .  COOH,  made 
by  the  alcoholic  and  subsequent  acetous 
fermentation,  without  intermediate  distilla- 
tion, of  an  infusion  of  malted  barley  with 
or  without  unmalted  barley  or  other  cereals, 
the  starch  of  which  has  been  saccharified 
by  the  diastase  of  malt;  includes  the  pro- 
duct obtained  by  fermentation  of  a  cereal 
infusion  as  described,  to  which  infusion  has 
been  added  sugar  in  amount  not  exceeding 
15  per  cent,  of  the  sugars  present  in  the 
infusion  as  a  result  of  the  saccharification 
by  the  diastase  of  malt.  It  may  contain 
added  colouring  matter. 

Artificial  or  Non-brewed  Vinegar. — 
A  solution  of  acetic  acid  of  edible,  quality, 
with  or  without  added  colouring  and/or 
flavouring  matter,  containing  not  less  than 
4  per  cent,  weight-in- volume  and  not  more 
than  8  per  cent,  weight-in-volume  of  acetic 
acid,  CHg  .  COOH,  the  acid  not  being  wholly 
produced  by  a  process  of  acetous  fermenta- 
tion ;  does  not  include  such  a  solution  con- 
taining neither  colouring  nor  flavouring 
matter,  unless  so  sold  or  described  as  to 
lead  an  intending  purchaser  to  believe  that 
he  is  purchasing  a  description  of  vinegar. 

Concentrated  Artificial  or  Concen- 
trated Non-brewed  Vinegar. — A  solu- 
tion of  acetic  acid  of  edible  quality,  with  or 
without  added  colouring  and/or  flavouring 
matter,  containing  not  less  than  50  per  cent, 
and  not  more  than  60  per  cent,  weight-in- 
volume  of  acetic  acid,  CHg  .  COOH,  the 
acid  not  being  wholly  produced  by  a  pro- 
cess of  acetous  fermentation ;  does  not  in- 
clude such  a  solution  containing  neither 
colouring  nor  flavouring  matter  unless  so 
sold  or  described  as  to  lead  an  intending 
purchaser  to  believe  that  he  is  purchasing 
a  description  of  concentrated  vinegar. 

Spirit  Vinegar. — The  product,  with  or 
without  added  colouring  matter,  and  con- 
taining not  less  than  4  per  cent,  and  not 
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more  than  15  per  cent,  weight-in-volume  o 
acetic  acid,  CHg  .  COOH,  obtained  by  tb'  • 
acetous  fermentation  of  a  distilled  alcoholic  ; 
liquid. 

Distilled  Vinegar. — The  product,  wit! 
or  without  added  colouring  matter,  anc 
containing  not  less  than  4  per  cent,  weight 
in-volume  of  acetic  acid,  CH.,  .  COOH. 
obtained  by  the  distillation  of  malt  vinegar 

The  definitions  of  distilled  and  raah 
vinegars  conform  to  current  practice,  the 
Ministry  of  Food  having  in  1942  sanctioned 
the  addition  of  sugar  to  the  wort  in  the 
manufacture  of  malt  vinegar.  (Editorial 
comment,  p.  418.) 

PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS 

Olive  Oil  Imports. — The  Minister  of  Food, 
who  was  asked  on  March  29  to  what  extent 
he  was  importing  olive  oil  to  this  country, 
replied:  "As  much  as  is  surplus  to  the 
local  requirements  of  the  producing  areas." 

Pyrethrum  Growing. — Mr.  Mathers  asked 
the  Colonial ,  Secretary  recently  whether 
he  was  aware  that,  whereas  in  Kenya 
only  eleven  Africans  had  licences  to  grow 
pyrethrum,  there  was  in  Nyasaland  a 
policy  of  encouraging  Africans  to  grow  this 
crop,  and  whether  he  would  cause  a  similar 
policy  to  be  adopted  in  Kenya  if  there  was 
a  real  demand  for  the  crop.  Colonel  Stanley, 
in  reply,  said  that,  in  Nyasaland,  pyre- 
thrum growing  on  a  small  scale  had  been 
undertaken  by  Africans  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  European  planter.  In  Kenya  it 
was  being  encouraged  wherever  climatic 
conditions  and  labour  supply  permitted, 
and  there  was  no  obstacle  to  Africans  grow- 
ing this  crop  provided  they  complied  with 
the  relevant  legislation. 

Safety-razor  Blades. — Major  Lyons  asked 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on 
April  4  whether  he  was  aware  of  existing 
dissatisfaction  in  regard  to  the  present  qua- 
lity of  safety-razor  blades ;  and  whether, 
in  the  interests  of  economy,  he  would 
arrange  for  their  improvement. 

Mr.  Dalton :  The  supply  of  the  special 
steel  used  for  razor  blades  is  limited  by 
demands  for  urgent  war  production,  but 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  have  had  few 
complaints  about  the  quality  of  w^ar-time 
blades.  Asked  if  he  would  consider  a 
specific  complaint,  Mr.  Dalton  said  he 
would,  but  the  public  had  been  doing  well 
in  making  blades  last  longer  to  help  the 
war  effort.  Few^  complaints  had  come  from 
any  quarter,  not  excepting  prisoners  of  war.

\  Busy  Year 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  (p.  388)  the  chairman 
)f  the  Executive  (Mr.  T.  Heseltme)  sum- 
marised the  work  of  "  an  exceptionally  busy 
/ear  "   That  work  is  worth  more  to  the 
Tiembers  of  the  Union,  and  incidentally  to 
British  pharmacy,  than  is  sometimes  rea- 
ised   It  is  in  the  main  a  group  of  services 
without  which  the  solution  of  problems 
ikely  to  confront  retailers  at  a  moment  s 
lotice  would  often  be  very  difficult.  To 
these  services  were  added  last  year  the 
tasks  of  the  Executive  in  aiding  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Joint  Industrial  Council,  m  arrang- 
ing district  meetings,  and  in  discussing 
with  a  committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  the  proposals  for  a  National  Health 
Service.   The  Executive  has  also  been  m 
touch  with  various  Government  depart- 
ments regarding  certain  war-time  problems^ 
Your  editorial  comment  on  p.  393  will,  i 
trust  be  attentively  read.   One  feature  of 
the  record  disclosed  by  Mr.  Heseltme  is 
that  the  Executive  takes  up  cases  which 
are  not  likely  to  affect  more  than  a  small 
proportion  of  members  of  the  Union:  an 
example  is  the  supply  of  medicines  to  mer- 
chant ships.  The  fact  that  such  good  value 
for  the  annual  subscriptions  is  given  should 
lend  weight  to  the  hint  that  further  help 
for  the  Air-raid  Mutual  Assistance  Fund 
will  be  welcome. 

Abbreviations 

As  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  sanc- 
tions the  use  of  p. p.m.  for  parts  per  milhon 
(p   382),  we  may  regard  this  convenient 
abbreviation  as  hall-marked,  and  adopt  it 
without   qualm.     At   times    one  wishes^ 
naturally,  that  there  were  fewer  of  such 
abbreviations.    In  your  issue  of  July  5. 
1924   you  published  lists  of  initials  and 
phrases  extending  to  the  equivalent  of 
about  four  of  the  present  C.  &  D.  pages; 
and  this  year's  "  Whitaker"  devotes  four  of 
its  closely  printed  pages  to  a  similar  list, 
beginning  with  "  Ai,  First  Class,"  and  end- 
ing with  the  curious  entry  '  Y.W.C.A., 
Young  Women's  do."    To  adopt  a  '  die- 
hard" attitude  in  this  matter  of  abbrevia- 
tions would  be  useless :  every  phrase,  once 
it  is  popularised  (even  though  the  number 
of  people  using  it  may  be  limited),  seems  to 
demand  what  in  Acts  of  Parliament  is 
called  a  short  title.   We  have  a  ng^t^o 
expect,  however,  that  abbreviations  shall 
be  made  to  conform  to  some  kind  of  system. 
At  present  our  usages  in  this  style,  scientific 


and  general  alike,  are  conspicuously  irregu- 
lar in  formation.  Should  we  write  "C.G.S. 
unit"  or  "c.g.s.  unit?"  Should  the  "F.T., 
"TA.F."  and  the  other  initials  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Bulletin  abstracted  on 
p  400  of  your  last  week's  issue  be  m  cap- 
itals or  in  "lower-case"  letters?  Ought  we 
to  put  clippings  like  "op.  cit."  into  italics? 
Other  such  questions  can  be  asked.  Organ- 
ised pharmacy  is  to  blame  for  allowing 
"Ph.C."  and  "M.P.S."  to  exist  side  by  side. 

Old-time  Plasters 

The  sale  of  emplastrum  ferri  as  strength- 
ening plaster  (p.  404)  is,  I  think,  usual, 
though  as  late  as  1886  Beasley's  "Pocket 
Formulary"  gave  as  alternatives  emplas- 
trum plumbi  compositum  and  emplastrum 
thuris.    The  latter  was  taken  from  the 
London  Pharmacopoeia  of  1788;    it  was 
substantially  identical  with  the  emplastrum 
roborans  of  the  1746  P.L..  and  contained  no 
ferric  oxide.    In   1898  emplastrum  fern 
ceased  to  be  official  in  this  country.  The 
vogue  for  plasters  has  gradually ,  waned 
during  the  past  nineteen  centuries.  Whereas 
Myrepsus  described  nearly  200,  the  com- 
pilers of  the  1618  P.L.  limited  themselves  to 
about  one-fourth  of  that  number,  and  the 
present    British    Pharmacopoeia  contains 
only   four.     A   simplification    of  plaster 
formulas  set  in  about  the  beginning  of  the 
eighteenth  century :  probably  the  influence 
of  the  Royal  Society  was  a  factor  in  this 
reform.    An  example  is  emplastrum  ad 
ganglia,  which  had  consisted  of  about  forty 
ingredients  and  was  then  revised  so  as  to 
contain  only  eleven.    It  is  obvious  that 
many  former  favourites  owed  their  renown 
to  theory,  tradition  and  even  superstition. 
One  of  the  quaintest  uses  to  which  a  plaster 
has  been  put  was  as  a  medium  for  wire- 
pulling.    Writing    to    her    daughter  on 
November  24,  1664,  Madame  de  Sevigne 
narrated  the  successful  application  of  a 
plaster  to  the  Queen  of  France.  It  was  pre- 
sented by  the  mother  of  a  well-known  man 
who  was  the  defendant  in  a  State  trial,  and  ' 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  Her  Majesty's 
intervention  on  his  behalf.  The  malady  was 
diagnosed  as  an  attack  of  "the  vapours"; 
the  Court  physicians  were  not  consulted 
about  the  remedy.  Within  an  hour  of  the 
application  the  Queen  "sentit  sa  tete  de- 
crsi^ee."    The  King  was  informed  of  the 
happy  result,  but,  sad  to  relate,  declined  to 
listen.   The  physicians,  with  astute  diplo- 
macy  "ne  dirent  point  ce  qu'ils  en  pen-

Mrs.  King  was  being  treated  for  neuriti 
with  an  injection  of  a  local  anaesthetic 
Sir  Bernard  Spilsbury  stated  at  the  inques 
that  death  was  due  to  acute  cocain* 
poisoning.  A  Home  Office  analyst  foum 
that,  beyond  the  fact  that  the  solution  wa: 
acid  instead  of  neutral,  it  had  undergom 
no  changes  and  contained  no  organism; 
either  alive  or  dead ;  it  was  possible  th( 
needle  might  have  picked  up  something  or 
the  rubber  cap,  as  the  composition  of  rubbei 
caps  nowadays  was  not  known. 

Delayed  Action  of  Anaesthetic. — An  in- 
quest took  place  at  Leenside,  Notts 
recently,  on  a  two-year-old  girl  whose 
death  at  the  Nottingham  Eye  Infirmary 
followed  an  operation  for  congenital  droop- 
ing eyelids.  It  was  stated  that  the  operation 
took  place  on  February  21  ;  the  anesthetic 
used  consisted  of  Trilene,  ether  and  oxygen, 
and  there  was  no  cause  for  anxiety  through- 
out the  operation,  which  was  a  perfectly 
straightforward  case.  Three  days  later  the 
mother  found  the  child  dead.  The  coroner 
recorded  a  verdict  of  death  from  central 
necrosis  of  the  liver,  and  said  that  he  could 
not  exclude  Trilene  as  having  had  perhaps 
the  same  result  in  "this  unusual  case"  as 
chloroform.

)resent  constituted. 

Scholarships  for  Chinese  Students 

It  was  reported  that  Allen  &  Hanburys, 
-.td.,  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Evans 
5ons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  The  Wellcome 
Foundation,  Ltd.,  and  May  &  Baker,  Ltd., 
lad  each  agreed  to  give  a  two  years'  scholar- 
lihip  under  a  scheme  sponsored  by.  the 
Council  at  the  February  Council  meeting. 
The  scholarships  would  enable  Chinese 
graduates  in  pharmacy  to  take  a  British 
iegree  in  pharmacy  preparatory  to  becom- 
.ng  teachers  of  pharmacy  in  China,  and 
\vould  be  known  by  the  names  of  the  firms 
giving  them.  It  was  expected  that  the  cost 
of  each  would  be  ;/;i,400,  and  favourable 
replies  were  anticipated  from  other  firms. 
The  Council  expressed  great  satisfaction  at 
the  response  the  scheme  had  so  far  pro- 
duced, and  instructed  that  appreciation 
and  thanks  should  be  conveyed  to  the  firms 
concerned. 

The  Council  accepted  with  pleasure  an 
offer  from  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  of  a 
set  of  old  prescription  books  from  Plough 
Court,  dating  back  to  1830;  Daniel  Han- 
bury's  notebooks;  and  the  certificate  of 
the  first  marriage  of  William  Allen.  The 
books  and  marriage  certificate  would  be  on 
permanent  loan  to  the  Society. 

Resolutions  were  received  from  the  Brad- 
ford and  Harrow  Branches  concerning  the 
National  Health  Service;  both  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Joint  Committee  on  National 
Pharmaceutical  Service. 


Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  President  referred  with  regret  to 
the  death  of  Sir  David  Prain,  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Society  since  1911.  He  went 
on  to  describe  an  interesting  communication 
received  from  the  son  of  a  pharmacist  who 
had  celebrated  his  centenary  on  March  31. 
This  was  Mr.  William  Redpath,  now  living 
at  29  Winchester  Mansions,  Beach  Road, 
Sea  Point,  Cape  Town,  S.A.  Mr.  Redpath 
qualified  on  December  31,  1868,  and,  after 
serving  an  apprenticeship  at  Morpeth, 
Northumberland,  started  a  business  at  377 
Norwood  Road,  London,  S.E.,  where  he  was 
also  a  sub-postmaster.  He  carried  on  that 
business  until  1940,  when,  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
six,  he  went  to  South  Africa.  His  son,  Mr. 
Douglas  Redpath,  who  now  carried  on  the 
London  business,  had  informed  the  Society 
that  his  father  was  enjoying  excellent  health 
and,  although  living  in  a  very  pleasant 
situation,  was  looking  forward  to  returning 
to  England.  It  was  decided  to  send  him  a 
message  of  good  wishes  and  congratulation 
from  the  Society. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  by-laws 
were  read  a  third  time : —

The  secretary  was  authorised  to  send  a 
copy  of  the  resolution,  sealed  with  the  Com- 
mon Seal  of  the  Society,  to  the  Privy 
Council  for  approval. 

The  Council  received  greetings  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec  and  the  British  Columbia  Phar- 
maceutical Association. 

Registers 

The  Registrar  reported  that,  since  the 
previous  meeting,  thirty-nine  persons  had 
been  registered  as  apprentices  or  students. 
Ten  foreign  pharmacists  had  been  tempo- 
rarily registered  as  chemists  and  druggists 
in  accordance  with  the  appropriate  Defence 
Regulation,  subject  to  endorsement  by  the 
Home  Of&ce  of  their  police  registration- 
certificates.  The  award  of  a  diploma  was 
authorised  to  one  pharmaceutical  chemist. 
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The  Vice-president  asked  what  action 
would  be  taken  arising  out  of  the  co-option 
of  Mr.  MacDonald  Murray  whilst  he  was 
standing  as  candidate  for  election  to  the 
Council.  The  President  replied  that  the 
state  of  affairs  that  had  arisen  was  not  one 
for  which  the  by-laws  contained  any  pro- 
vision, nor  was  there  any  precedent  avail- 
able for  guidance.  There  was,  however,  an 
obvious  solution  which  would,  he  thought, 
commend  itself  to  the  membership  generally. 
It  was  that  the  seven  candidates,  excluding 
Mr.  Murray,  who  obtained  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  should  be  declared  to  be 
the  candidates  elected.  He  also  stated  that, 
if  he  were  chairman  at  the  meeting  at  which 
the  scrutineers'  report  was  received,  he 
would  declare  those  seven  candidates 
elected. 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  pre- 
sented by  Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne, 
showed  that  the  premises  of  828  authorised 
sellers,  eighty-eight  listed  sellers  and  497 
drug-stores  and  similar  establishments  had 
been  visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors 
and  agents  during  the  month.  Twenty-two 
cases  of  alleged  infringements  had  been 
consid^ered  and  appropriate  action  taken. 
At  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
the  Council  decided  to  make  appropriate 
representations  to  the  Home  Office  upon 
the  extensive  use  of  sulphonamide  dressings 
and  ointments,  and  seeking  an  amendment 
of  Rule  12  of  the  Poisons  Rules,  1935,  to 
permit  such  preparations  to  be  sold  without 
restriction. 

Benevolent  Fund 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Com- 
mittee was  submitted  by  Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal. 
It  showed  that  nineteen  applications  for 
assistance  had  been  submitted.  Grants 
were  made  in  fifteen  cases ;  the  remainder 
were  deferred.  Personal  retention  fees  for 
1944  by  six  members  were  waived. 

The  minutes  of  the  Establishment  Com- 
mittee recorded  approval  of  the  purchase 
of  certain  documents.  Expenditure  of  £434 
on  re-decorating  the  hall  and  staircase 
of  No.  17  Bloomsbury  Square  and  certain 
school  laboratories  was  approved. 

Organisation 

The  Organisation  Committee,  through  its 
chairman  (Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson),  recommended 
the  holding  of  a  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting  on  Wednesday,  June  14,  the  draft 
agenda  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Committee  for  approval.  Balance 
sheets  were  received  from  six  branches  and 
payments   authorised   to   three   of  them. 


Sixty-four  branch  balance  sheets  had  been  : 
received,  out  of  a  possible  126.  Fifty-sevein 
payments  had  been  made,  totalling  /955. 
If  the  full  grant  of  2s.  per  head  had^beenj  I 
paid  to  each  branch,  the  total  would  have 
been  l2,-^oj. 

Mr.  Walter  Deacon  submitted  the! 
minutes  of  the  War  Aid  Committee.  The 
fund  now  stands  at  ;^3 1,049.  A  grant  was 
recommended  in  one  case.  A  letter  was 
received  from  Captain  E.  B.  McCorkell,  a 
Canadian  pharmacist  at  Oflag  VHB,  Ger- 
many, advising  the  Society  that  eight 
British  and  Canadian  pharmacist  prisoners- 
of-v/ar  in  that  camp  had  organised  a  phar- 
maceutical discussion  group. 

Educational  Matters 

The  Council  approved  the  minutes  of  the 
Education  Committee,  which  were  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell.  Two  appli- 
cations for  concessions  in  respect  of  the 
examination  regulations  were  approved. 
Of  two  applications  from  hospitals  for 
approval  as  training  establishments  one 
was  granted.  An  application  for  approval 
of  tuition  arrangements  for  a  member  in 
the  Forces  was  granted.  Draft  syllabuses  in 
physiology  and  biology,  as  circulated,  were 
adopted  subject  to  the  insertion  in  the  bio- 
logy syllabus.  Part  II,  Zoology,  Para.  3,  of  the 
words  "the  liver  and  kidney  of  the  mam- 
mal," and  a  similar  insertion  in  Para,  i  of 
the  syllabus  for  the  practical  examination 
in  zoology.  Boards  of  Examiners  have  been 
asked  not  to  examine  candidates  upon  the 
revised  syllabuses  before  the  examinations 
to  be  held  in  the  summer  of  1945.  It  was 
reported  that  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  had 
concurred  in  the  rules  for  a  Fellowship  as 
adopted  by  the  Council  at  its  previous 
meeting.  Of  sixteen  candidates  who  had 
entered  for  the  examination  for  temporary 
registration  of  foreign  pharmacists  held  in 
March  1944,  fifteen  had  reached  the  required 
standard.  The  secretary  was  instructed 
to  prepare  a  memorandum  dealing  with  the 
subject  of  Sir  Henry  Dale's  Hanbury 
Memorial  lecture,  as  it  had  been  discussed 
by  the  Committee,  for  presentation  at  the 
next  meeting.  It  was  agreed  to  grant 
concessions  in  respect  of  the  examination 
regulations  in  appropriate  cases  to  student- 
associates  of  the  Society  serving  in  H.M. 
Forces ;  to  invite  the  Academic  Board  of 
the  Society's  College  to  suggest  suitable 
syllabuses  for  refresher  courses;  and, 
following  the  receipt  of  the  syllabuses,  to 
invite  representatives  of  schools  of  phar- 
macy to  attend  a  meeting  to  discuss  the 
provision  of  facilities  for  refresher  courses.

Rubber  Research  Under 
Difficulties 

ESEARCH  into  improved  production  and 
tilisation  of  rubber  has  long  been  an  im- 
Qrtant  part  of  the  work  of  the  Imperial 

iistitute,  London.  When  Malaya,  the  chief 
reducing  country,  was  overrun  by  the 
apanese  in  1942,  there  was  a  possibility 
"tiat  the  whole  research  of  the  Institute 
jiight  collapse  for  lack  of  material,  but  a 
lew  lease  of  life  was  given  by  assistance 
torn  the  Rubber  Research  Scheme  (Ceylon), 
^he  Institute  has  given  a  guarantee  to 
[laintain  a  nucleus  staff  in  London  on 
ubber  research  for  three  years  from  Jan- 
iary  i,  1943.  Particular  problems  now 
leing  dealt  with  relate  to  the  preparation 
,nd  use  of  wild  rubber.  Material  imported 
nto  this  country  as  wild  rubber  is  of  a 
luperior  quality  to  that  received  a  genera- 
ion  ago,  but  much  of  it  still  arrives  in  dirty 
^r  wet  condition,  and  the  consignments  are 
l)f  very  variable  quality.  Before  such 
naterial  can  be  used  by  the  manufacturers, 
t  requires  washing  and  other  treatments. 
The  Institute  has  devised  its  own  method 
f  grading  and  distinguishing  washed  rubber 
—a  method  which  has  been  working 
;moothly  for  twelve  months,  and  which 
some  experts  consider  may  lay  the  founda- 

\ 


tion  of  a  more  scientific  grading  system  in 
the  future.  Washing  depots  have  been  set 
up  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply,  which  has 
also  formed  a  committee  to  advise  on  the 
collection,  treatment  and  grading  of  wild 
rubber.  The  staff  of  the  Rubber  Research 
Department  at  the  Imperial  Institute  has 
advised  the  Minister  of  Supply  on  the  pur- 
chase and  grading  of  rubber  from  both 
Africa  and  Ceylon,  and  has  carried  out 
tests  in  connexion  with  the  washing,  vul- 
canising and  mechanical  properties  of  rub- 
ber from  all  likely  Empire  and  allied  sources. 

Long-term  Policy 

The  day  when  it  is  possible  to  resume 
production  of  plantation  rubber  in  countries 
where  it  was  a  major  industry  before  the 
war  must  be  looked  forward  to,  and  a  long- 
term  policy  is  necessary.    The  stage  has 
been  reached  by  the  Institute  of  devising 
and  specifying  methods  of  determining  the 
improvements  to  be  aimed  at  in  the  quality  of 
the  plantation  product.    When  the  required 
characteristics  are  fully  worked  out,  the 
next  stage  will  be  a  study  of  the  rubber 
from  individual  trees.    Priority  is  to  be 
given  to  this  subject  under  the  Rubber 
Research  Scheme  (Ceylon)  during  i944-  A 
subcommittee  of  growers  and  manufacturers 
interested  in  Malayan  production  is  con- 
sidering whether  improvements  are  prac- 
ticable in  that  territory,  or  whether  restora- 
tion should  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the 
methods  in  use  in  1940.  At  present  there  is 
no  clear  decision  upon  the  relative  merits 
of    large-scale    co-operative    factories  or 
small-scale  treatment  of  latex  by  individual 
establishments.     The    possibility   is  now 
being  studied  at  the  Institute  whether,  by 
a  continuous  process,  a  product  can  be 
secured  which  is  superior  to  the  smoked 
sheet  that  constituted  the  bulk  of  the 
Malayan  output  before  1940.    The  impor- 
tance of  the  outcome  of  such  researches  can 
hardly  be  over-emphasised  when  it  is  borne 
in  mind  that  the  demand  for  rubber  will  be 
abnormally  high  for  some  time  after  the 
war  ends,  not  only  because  of  the  dearth 
which  has  existed  since  the  Japanese  occu- 
pied Malaya,  but  also  by  reason  of  the 
advances  that  may  be  anticipated  in  trans- 
port and  other  civihan  applications  of  rub- 
ber in  the  Hght  of  scientific  progress  made 
during  the  war  years. 
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Vinegar  Defined 

Before  it  is  possible  to  control  food  pro- 
ducts by  means  of  maximum  prices  orders 
or  otherwise,  it  is  necessary  to  define  exactly 
what  is  meant  when  a  particular  food  sub- 
stance is  asked  for  by  name.  Vinegar,  for 
example,  is  an  article  that  has  been  fre- 
quently in  evidence  in  prosecutions  imder 
the  adulteration  Acts,  and  it  would  be 
safe  to  state  that  it  has  given  the  authori- 
ties more  trouble  than  any  other  article,  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  term  "vinegar" 
is  not  capable  of  a  simple  and  clear  defini- 
tion. The  word,  in  fact,  is  not  so  much  the 
name  of  a  specific  article  as  the  title  of  a 
class  or  series  of  articles  having  certain 
characteristics  in  common.  This  was  the 
'problem  that  faced  the  Ministry  of  Food 
when  they  considered  the  possibility  of 
making  a  maximum  prices  order  for  vinegar. 

"  Non-brewed  "  Vinegar 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  Inter- 
departmental Committee  on  Food  Stan- 
dards has  recommended  the  use  of  the 
alternative  descriptions  "artificial  vinegar" 
and  "non-brewed  vinegar"  to  mean  a  solu- 
tion of  acetic  acid  of  edible  quality  such  as 
that  described  under  this  heading  on  p.  408. 
Apparently  particular  objecti6n  was  raised 
by  brewing  trade  interests  to  the  use 
of  the  name  "non-brewed  vinegar"  in 
regard  to  products  obtained  by  diluting 
acetic  acid.  It  was  claimed  that  the  term 
was  misleading  as  to  the  source,  nature, 
substance  and  quality  of  the  article,  and  it 
was  pointed  out  that  in  other  countries 
these  products  must  be  labelled  so  as  to 
distinguish  them  from  products  made  by 
fermentation  processes.  On  the  other  hand, 
interests  concerned  with  non-brewed  vinegar 
held  that  the  description  "artificial"  or 
"imitation"  applied  to  this  substance  im- 
plied that  the  product  was  inferior,  which 
they  did  not  admit.  The  Committee  took 
the  line  that  their  main  interest  was  the 
protection  of  the  consuming  public.  If  the 
product  were  now  about  to  be  marketed  for 
the  first  time,  they  would  have  legarded 
"artificial"  as  a  more  appropriate  descrip- 
tion and  one  better  calculated  to  convey  to 
the  public  the  idea  of  a  product  embodying 
some,  but  not  all,  of  the  properties  of  malt 
vinegar.  They  felt  bound,  however,  to  take 


cognisance  of  the  fact  that  the  descriptic 
"non-brewed"  had  been  in  use  to  a  great  . 
or  less  extent  for  several  years,  that  i 
instance  of  a  successful  Food  and  Drugs  A  ' 
prosecution   had   been   brought   to  the 
notice,  and  that  the  description  attract(  5 
no  adverse  comment  in  a  case  mentioned  ■  : 
them.    They  were  of  opinion  that  the  d 
scription  "non-brewed"  probably  convey( 
no  more  to  the  general  public  than  that  tl 
product  was  something  different  from  ma  , 
vinegar.   In  making  their  recommendatioi 
they  therefore  adopted  the  alternative  d 
scription  "artificial  vinegar  or  non-brew( 
vinegar." 

For  concentrated  products  requiring  dili 
tion  before  use  the  description  "concei 
trated  artificial  vinegar  or  concentrate 
non-brewed  vinegar"  has  been  adopted.  I 
a  precaution,  it  was  further  recommendc 
that  all  concentrated  products  should  t 
sold  at  the  same  strength  and  labelled  wit 
directions  for  dilution,  and  that  prohib 
tion  of  their  sale  in  small  bottles  shoul 
be  considered. 

National  Mark  for  Exports 

We  recently  received  the  January  issu 
of  "  Intercambio,"  published  by  the  Britis 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Mexico.  Accoir 
panying  the  journal  was  a  copy  of  "  Mexica 
Trade  News  Letter,"  signed  by  the  Seen 
tary  of  the  Chamber.  "  Intercambio  "  circi 
lates  chiefly  in  Mexico  and  the  Latir 
American  countries.  The  current  numbe 
is  attractively  produced,  well  illustratec 
and  contains  a  number  of  articles  on  Britis 
industries  and  manufactures,  together  wit 
topical  items.  It  is  by  far  the  best  oversea 
propaganda  and  publicity  effort  in  suppor 
of  British  goods  so  far  brought  to  our  notia 
The  News  Letter  comments  on  the  "pre 
sent  abuse  of  British  marks  and  brand 
partly  due  to  the  scarcity  of  the  genuin 
British  products.  .  .  .  Cases  have  come  t< 
our  notice  of  there  being  affixed  to  goods  0 
foreign  origin  brands  or  labels  imitatin] 
those  of  the  corresponding  British  good 
.  .  .  and  there  is  the  deliberate  labellinj 
or  branding  of  [foreign]  goods  as  British.' 
It  is  also  mentioned  that  sometimes  low 
grade  British  goods  are  put  on  the  marke 
purporting  to  be  of  high  quality  and  sold  a' 
prices  beyond  their  proper  level.  The  New: 
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:ter  stresses  the  importance  and  value  of 
eguarding  the  acknowledged  prestige  of 
tiiih  goods  and  the  integrity  of  their 
nufacturers,  and  states  that  such  prac- 
3S  as  mentioned  above  are  having  a  grave 
xt  on  the  traditional  regard  in  Mexico 
British  goods.  The  Chamber  points  out 
it  other  nations  have  protected  the 
ndards  and  corresponding  prestige  of 
!ir  goods  in  the  world's  markets,  and 
cs  if  similar  action  can  be  taken  by  this 
intry. 

The  increase  in  spurious  branding  and 
irking  reported  by  the  Mexican  Chamber 
largely  due  to  war  conditions,  and  the 
isequent  scarcity  of  British  goods  of 
md  quality  and  value  in  that  market, 
[fortunately,  similar  conditions  have  been 
)orted  from  other  parts  of  the  world, 
rticularly   from   the   Eastern  markets. 
)  doubt,  when  the  war  is  over  and  trading 
tiditions  begin  to  get  back  to  normal,  this 
ickest  of  all  forms  of  blac|5;-market  trading 
11  substantially  decrease,  if  not  entirely 
iappear;   but  the  harm  already  done  to 
r  commercial  reputation  will  tend  to 
eck  our  post-war  efforts  to  secure  the 
iximum  amount  of  overseas  trade.  The 
ggestion  made  by  the  Mexican  Chamber 
one  that  should  receive  full  consideration 
^  manufacturers  and  particularly  by  all 
cport  Groups.   Possibly  concerted  action 
uld  be  taken  under  the  direction  of  the 
^deration  of  British  Industries.   The  ob- 
ct  would  be  to  set  up  a  "National  Mark 
British  Manufactures"  to  be  applied 
xlusively    to    high-grade    products.  It 
ould,  we  appreciate,  be  impracticable  to 
ade  and  classify  British  goods  and  mark 
lem  accordirigly,  but  it  should  be  possible 
r  each  industry  to  agree  upon  the  standard 
:  quality  worthy  of  a  national  mark, 
verseas  buyers  would  quickly  learn  to 
;  apreciate  the  value  of  such  warranty. 

Decimal  Pointers 

:  HE  use  of  the  metric  system  of  weights  and 
leasures  was  legalised  in  the  United 
:ingdom  in  1897.  After  forty-seven 
ears  of  "permissive"  use,  the  Decimal 
ssociation  is  now  bringing  pressure  to 
ear  on  the  Government  to  give  active 
ncouragement  to  the  system,  ultimately 
laking  it  legally  compulsory.   The  special 
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ground  put  forward  for  the  present  repre- 
sentations is  that  adoption  of  the  decimal 
system  would  parallel  the  sponsoring  of 
B.asic  English  as  an  auxiliary  language.  So 
many  nations,  it  is  pointed  out,  have 
already  adopted  the  metric  system  that  its 
use  would  also  assist  British  manufacturers 
in  recovering  and  increasing  the  country's 
export  trade. 

Compulsory  introduction  of  the  metric 
system  would,  of  course,  render  unnecessary 
the  apothecaries',  troy,  and  (to  some  extent) 
avoirdupois  systems.  The  Decimal  Associa- 
tion recommends  complete  abolition  of  the 
apothecaries'  weights,  on  the  ground  that 
they  are  falling  into  disuse  and  are  a  source 
of  danger  from  confusion  between  grains 
and  grams.   To  pharmacists,  both  reasons 
will  appear  unfounded.  The  introduction  of 
a  standard  carat  of  200  milligrams  has 
rendered  the  use  of  troy  weights  unneces- 
sary to  jewellers,  although  such  weights  are 
still    very    convenient    for  pharmacists' 
"stock"    solutions.     Of   the  avoirdupois 
weights  it  is  suggested  that  only  the  pound 
should  be  retained,  abolishing  the  stone, 
quarter,  cwt.,  and  ton,  as  in  South  Africa,' 
where  railway  freight  charges  are  quoted 
in  "pence  per  100  lb."  Among  measures  of 
length,  only  the  yard  is  recommended  to  be 
retained,  ready  for  direct  conversion  to 
metres  so  soon  as  the  redundant  fathom, 
pole,  chain  and  furlong  have  been  elimin- 
ated. A  new  gallon  of  four  litres  is  advised, 
abolishing  the  gill  and  bushel. 

Pharmacists  would  doubtless  regret  the 
abolition  of  those  simple  and  small  units  so 
frequently  used :  the  grain,  minim  and 
drachm,  particularly  as  the  metric  names 
increase  in  size  as  the  quantities  diminish. 
To  argue 'for  their  retention,  however,  while 
decrying  the  substitution  of  English  for 
Latin  in  official  formularies,  would"  be 
illogical,  and  there  is,  especially  among  the 
younger  qualified,  a  realisation  that  the 
more  scientific  and  international  system 
should  now  supersede  the  traditional.

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ULSTER  CHEMISTS'  ASSOCIATION 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  April  4,  Mr.  H.  P.  Crossin 
(president)  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary 
reported  that  he  had  written  to  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  National 
Arbitration  Tribunal  Award,  No.  269,  and 
asking  for  a  meeting  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Ministry  and  of  the  Association 
to  discuss  the  question  of  increased  re- 
muneration to  chemists  for  National  Health 
Insurance  dispensing  in  relation  to  higher 
wage  costs  and  other  overhead  expenses. 
He  had  received  a  reply  from  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  to  his  protest  concerning  delay 
in  supplying  the  National  War  Formulary 
to  chemists :  the  Ministry  had  promised 
that  every  effort  would  be  made  to  have 
future  revised  formularies  in  the  hands  of 
the  chemists  one  month  before  the  date 
upon  which  they  would  be  used  for  pre- 
scribing. A  reply  from  the  Belfast  Town 
Clerk,  to  whom  he  had  written  urging  that 
the  appointment  of  a  dispenser  at  Purdys- 
burn  fever  hospital  should  be  on  the  salary 
basis  set  out  in  the  National  Arbitration 
Award  for  pharmaceutical  chemists  with 
administrative  responsibility,  stated  that  the 
appointment  of  a  dispenser  at  Purdysburn 
fever  hospital  had  been  postponed  sine  die. 

Apprentices'  Indentures 

A  subcommittee  appointed  by  the 
executive  had  met  a  subcommittee 
appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  to  discuss  the  indenturing 
of  apprentices,  and  it  had  been  decided  that 
the  views  of  local  associations  and  of  the 
associates'  section  of  the  U.C.A.  should  be 
sought.  It  had  been  agreed  that  indentures 
should  not  be  introduced  unless  it  were 
indicated  that  they  were  generally  desired. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had 
visited  Dublin  and  had  lunched  with  the 
president,  vice-president,  and  secretary  of 
the  Irish  Drug  Association,  and  had  also 
met  Mr.  Brendan  Smith  (organising  sec- 
retary). He  had  been  asked  to  convey 
greetings  from  the  I.D.A.  to  the  U.C.A., 
together  with  a  suggestion  that  representa- 
tives of  each  should  visit  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  other.  The  secretary  was  directed  to 
write  to  the  I.D.A.  expressing  the  com- 
mittee's thanks  for  the  invitation  and 
reciprocating  the  message  of  greeting. 

The  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  joint 
council  of  the  Association  and  of  the  sub- 
committee appointed  to  consider  the 
finances  of   the   associates'   section  were 


read.  The  subcommittee's  recommend 
tions  were  adopted,  as  were  the  followii 
recommendations  of  the  Joint  Council: —

(2)  That  the  wages  to  be  paid  to  a  pharmace 
tical  chemist  be  computed  according  to  t 
number  of  years  he  has  worked  in  phanna 
after  completion  of  his  apprenticeship,  and  n 
after  date  of  quahfication,  so  that,  for  instam 
an  assistant  qualifying  as  a  pharmaceutic 
chemist  after  he  has  worked  for  more  than  t\ 
and  less  than  three  years  after  completion 
his  apprenticeship  shall  receive  a  salary  of  ; 
per  week. 

(The  secretary  v^as  directed,  subject  to  co 
firmation  of  the  foregoing  by  the  associate 
committee,  to  notify  the  National  Union 
Distributive  and  Allied  Workers,  who  hi 
raised  the  question,  that  the  foregoing  arrang 
ments  had  been  agreed  by  the  associate 
committee  and  the  executive  committee  of  t 
Association.) 

(3)  That  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  employt 
to  cover  a  shop,  whether  as  branch  manager 
as  deputy  for  the  superintendent  of  a  bo( 
corporate,  shall  receive  los.  per  week  in  additit 
to  the  appropriate  scale  wage  for  pharmaceutic 
chemists. 

(4)  That  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  employi 
as  superintendent  of  a  body  corporate  or 
conduct  the  business  carried  on  by  the  execute 
or  administrators  or  trustees  of  the  estate  of 
deceased  pharmaceutical  chemist  shall  recer 
£1  per  week  in  addition  to  the  appropriate  sce 
wage  for  pharmaceutical  chemists. 

(5)  That  no  deduction  shall  be  made  fro 
the  wages  of  an  employee  who  has  worked  f 
less  than  forty-eight  hours  in  any  week  if  \ 
employer's  hours  of  business  do  not  permit 't 
working  of  a  full  forty-eight  hour  week. 

(6)  That  a  pro  rata  deduction  may  be  ma( 
by  an  employer  from  the  wages  of  an  employ 
who  voluntarily  agrees  to  work  less  than  fort 
eight  hours  per  week  if  the  number  of  hou 
actually  worked  is  less  than  the  number  of  t 
employer's  hours  of  business. 

(7)  That  employees  other  than  registen 
apprentices  shall  give  or  receive  four  weet 
notice  to  terminate  their  employment,  t 
four  weeks  to  count  from  the  date  of  giving 
receiving  of  such  notice. 

The  secretary  was  asked  to  convey  tl 
following  view  of  the  executive  committ 
concerning  payment  of  wages  durii 
sickness  to  the  associates'  committee.

inevolent  Fund 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Northern 
eland  Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund  en- 
asing  a  statement  of  receipts  and  payments

Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
March  28  and  29,  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  in  the 
chair. 

The  Chairman  congratulated  Mr.  W.  J. 
Tristram  upon  his  election  as  an  Alderman 
of  the  City  of  Liverpool ;  this  was  received 
with  acclamation. 

Executive  Committee  Election 

The  Secretary  and  Chairman  reported 
that,  through  no  fault  of  either  candidate, 
an  informality  had  occurred  in  connexion 
with  the  election  of  a  representative  for  the 
Southern  Division  (Area  No.  3),  and  it  was 
resolved  that  the  election  be  declared 
invalid,  the  papers  destroyed,  and  a  new 
ballot  taken  (see  opposite  page).

There  wi 
be  no  "hole  in  the  wall,"  but  a  prop< 
counter,  as  in  other  public  offices.

Thei 
would  also  be  a  proportionate  number  c 
apprentices,  porters  and  messengers,  wit 
facilities  for  express  delivery.  The  numbc 
mentioned  would  be  a  minimum,  as  holiday 
and  sickness  would  have  to  be  taken  int 
account.  Such  a  pharmacy  would  be  directl; 
controlled  by  a  Pharmacy  Commission  q 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  could  not  be  ru; 
on  a  rota  basis  by  all  the  proprietc 
pharmacists  in  the  district,  each  taking  hi 
share  in  expenses,  profits,  allocation 
staff,  etc.,  but  must  be  completely  separat 
from  the  private  pharmacy.  It  would, 
course,  be  in  direct  competition  with  th 
private  pharmacies,  though  an  integral  par 
of  the  one  plan.  In  fact,  it  would  be  of  grea 
service  to  the  private  pharmacist,  as  i 
would  be  bound  to  supply  anything  b 
might  want  at  any  time. 


I  ADMIT  freely  that  this  is  a  favourite 
theme  of  mine.  At  the  same  time,  I  did  not 
fill  in  your  questionnaire,  as  that  deals  with 
conditions  required  in  a  pharmacy  as  part 
of  a  national  medical  scheme,  whereas 
I  visualise  something  completely  different, 
and  I  think  much  more  acceptable  to 
chemists  as  a  whole — employers  and 
employees.  My  scheme  presupposes  two 
things : — 

1.  That  the  majority  of  the  proprietor- 
pharmacists  do  not  desire  to  dissociate 
their  dispensing  business  from  the  com- 
mercial side. 

2.  That  the  health  and  convenience  of 
the  public,  together  with  economy  in 
operation,  shall  be  the  guiding  factor. 


"  Everyday  "  Pharmacy 

First,  then,  I  trust  that  everyday 
pharmacy  will  continue  to  function  as 
heretofore,  except  that  remuneration  should 
be  more  in  line  with  that  given  to  doctors. 

Secondly,  definite  standards  of  simple 
equipment,  sanitary  arrangements,  space 
and  convenience  for  dispensing  and  ade- 
quate remuneration,  hours,  holidays  with 
pay,  etc.,  for  professional  staff  should  be 
laid  down  and  enforced. 

As  an  addition  to  the  local  pharmacies, 
there  must  be  a  Central  Medical  Hall,  say 
one  to  every  250,000  population  or  roughly 
for  each  borough.  In  passing,  though 
I  shall  only  deal  with  the  pharmacy  side, 
these  Medical  Halls  would  include  a  day 
and  night  service  of  doctors,  nurses, 
dentists,  and  pharmacists,  with  complete 
equipment  in  all  departments  even  for 
emergency  operations,  and  certainly  for 
x-Ta.y,  urine  analysis,  and  all  the  usual 
things  which  so  often  delay  the  family 
doctor  in  his  work. 

Any  patient  could  visit  the  Medical  Hall 
instead  of  his  usual  doctor  or  pharmacist, 
or  again  he  might  be  sent  there  on  spe- 
cial occasions  by  his  family  doctor.  Sup- 
plies of  rare  drugs,  vaccines,  sera,  etc., 
could  also  be  drawn  from  these  Medical 
Halls,  day  or  night,  by  any  contracting 
doctor  or  pharmacist.  This  would  make 
it  quite  unnecessary  for  all  pharmacies  or 
surgeries  to  carry  in  stock  rare  or  perishable 
drugs,  etc. 

The  pharmacy  in  the  Medical  Hall  will 
be  self-contained,  and  under  the  complete 
control  of  a  pharmacist  (not  a  doctor).  It 
will  be  open  to  inspection,  but  will  not  be 
in  fu],l  view  of  patients.  Patients  will  have 


Commercial  and  Professional  Types 

To  sum  up  the  suggestions,  the  phar 
macist  who  always  has  been  and  prefer; 
to  be  purely  commercial  will  remaii 
undisturbed.  The  everyday  pharmacy  01 
which  the  present  National  Health  Insur- 
ance Scheme  has  been  built  up  will  continue 
as  at  present,  but  with  higher  remuneratioi 
for  adequate  service.  The  registered  phar- 
macist who,  today,  can  see  little  prospeci 
of  opening  on  his  own  in  competition  with 
the  multiples,  will  be  able  to  take  his  place 
in  the  new  scheme.  Those,  again,  who  do 
not  wish  to  lose  the  variety  of  shop  life 
alongside  of  dispensing  can  remain  in  their 
present  roles  of  employee  with  perhaps 
somewhat  better  prospects  as  regards 
hours,  salaries  and  conditions  of  service.

Finger-and-Toe  Disease 

Sir, — -As  an  alternative  method  of  treat- 
ment to  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  for  club-root  in  brassica 
crops  (see  C.  &  D.,  March  ii,  p.  295),  I 
have  found  mercuric  chloride,  i  in  6,000, 
to  be  effective.  The  upper  layer  of  soil  is 
removed  and  the  solution  applied ;  the  top 
soil  is  replaced  and  given  a  similar  treat- 
ment. A  liberal  dressing  of  lime  is  then 
applied,  thoroughly  mixing  it  with  the 
soil,  and  some  vegetable  other  than  a 
crucifer  planted.  The  next  year  any  variety 
of  brassica  may  be  grown  without  fear  of 
club-foot. — Yours  faithfully,

Dispensing  Fees 

Sir, — Your  correspondent,  Mr.  S.  C. 
Blore,  whose  letter  appears  in  your  issue  of 
April  I  (p.  378),  says  he  is  ready  to  strike 
for  a  treble  dispensing  fee,  and  although 
I  feel  that  such  a  fee  is  well  deserved,  I  con- 
sider such  action  at  the  present  time  would 
be  entirely  wrong.  It  might  be  advisable 
at  the  appropriate  time  to  present,  through 
the  N.P.U.,  an  ultimatum,  which  would 
have  the  support  of  all  pharmacists,  thai; 
unless  such  a  fee  should  be  paid  on  a  certain 
date,  a  strike  would  follow.  That  ultimatum 
would  possibly  pave  a  way  towards  the 
formation  of  an  arbitration  committee  on 
which  pharmacists  would  be  well  and  truly 
represented.  No  strike  should  be  called 
until  every  other  method  at  agreement  has 
been  tried  and  has  failed.  In  any  case, 
now  is  not  the  time  to  hold  a  pistol  at  the 
head  of  the  Government,  even  though  the 
desired  increase  in  fees  should  be  postponed 
for  a  long  time. — Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — Your  correspondent,  Mr.  S.  C. 
Blore  (see  C.  D.,  April  i,  p.  378)  is,  of 
course,  correct  in  saying  that  treble  the 
present  dispensing  fee  would  be  a  just, 
return  for  National  Health  Insurance  work.

Dangerous  Drugs  by  Weight 

Sir, — Liquid  preparations  coming  unde 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  are  usually  suf 
plied  by  wholesalers  in  terms  of  weigh 
(i.e.,  lb.  and  oz.).  In  the  case  of  the  licens© 
pharmacist,  who  is  obliged  to  make  return 
to  the  Home  Office  of  the  net  weights  c 
drugs  obtained  and  supplied  in  terms  0 
ounces  and  fractions  of  an  ounce  of  th 
base,  it  is,  of  course,  necessary  to  know  th 
volume  of  the  preparation  before  a  w/^ 
calculation  can  be  made.  Thus,  when  sucl 
a  pharmacist  receives  from  the  wholesalei 
say,  a  Winchester  holding  5  lb.  of  tinctur 
of  opium,  B.P.,  it  is  necessary  to  know  th 
specific  gravity  before  the  volume  can  b 
calculated.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  an< 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  do  not  se 
down  any  standards  for  the  specific  gravit] 
of  these  preparations ;  and  as  the  specifii 
gravity  of  tincture  of  opium  may  var 
according  to  the  quality  of  the  opium  use( 
in  its  preparation,  I  feel  that  this  ma] 
involve  considerable  error  where  larg( 
weights  are  to  be  converted  into  volume 
This  error  will  not  arise  in  such  cases  ai 
liq.  morph.  h^^d.,  as  there  should  be  m 
variation  in  the  raw  materials  used.  Th( 
only  publication  I  know  which  gives  a  lis1 
of  specific  gravities  is  the  Drug  Tarif 
(Part  VI).  Would  it  not  be  more  accurate 
(certainly  in  the  case  of  tincture  of  opium) 
as  well  as  less  laborious  to  the  licensed 
pharmacist,  for  wholesalers  to  supply  these 
preparations  in  terms  of  volume  rather  than
